EDITOR’S NOTE- While we do not 
like to emphasize the dangerous as- 
pects of two-wheel travel, we pub- 
lish the following report, written by 
a medical student, in hopes that 
riders will understand the importance 
of wearing protective clothing and 
that promoters will realize the ne- 
cessity for danger marks, multiple 
checkpoints and follow-up crews

Here we are, just leaving Trona, the 
first checkpoint on our route for the 
Death Valley Run, In a few short hours 
Leslie and I will be at Furnace Creek 
collecting our Westem Bean Feed sup- 
per. The night on the desert was cool, 
but the day is becoming pleasantly 
warm. The scenery is beautiful. I could 
cruise down the highway like this for- 
ever — with the motor rumbling steadily 
along, the air fresh and clean and 
mountains coming up that promise 
Sweeping turns and panoramic views. 
Whoops! This desert road is a little 
rough. Better ride with both hands and 
watch for speed wobble, We're climbing 
now, The BMW is pulling steadily and 
the valley floor comes into view. Just 
look at all those little road down there. 
It sure would be fun, but I had better 
watch my speed. These turns are blind, 
and gravel and rocks turn up fast. 

The road ahead is straight and in- 
viting. I can turn it up a little bit, as 
long as I stay alert. 

What's that ahead? Slowing down, it 
looks like people are stopping. My God! 
A rider is down and'he looks like he's 
really hurt. 

*Has anyone gone for help yet?" 

“I’ll go back to Trona, then. Leslie, 
you stay here and see if you can help.” 

I'd better watch it going back. I don't 
want to wind up in the same position. 

That jeep up ahead looks like it has 
a two way radio in it. Good. Help is on 
the way. I'd better go back now and see 
what I can do. 

His BMW was brand new. It sure 
doesn’t look like it now. I think I can 
push start it, though, and do enough 
bending to drive it back to a garage for 
him. Those high-speed wobbles can 
sure get out of control in a hurry. It 
kind of makes you stop and think. 

Too bad he wasn’t wearing that 
leather jacket on the back of his bike. 
It wouldn’t have helped his back much, 
but it sure would have saved the skin 
on his arms. It'll take a long painful 
time to grow all that back. That helmet 
probably saved his life, though. 

Now that the ambulance is here, we 
might as well bat this wreckage back to 
Trona and try to get to Death Valley 
before the check points close and the 
sites are all taken up. 

Рт glad we're on our way again. 
Something like that can really take the 
enjoyment out of a weekend. Oh, oh! 
People are stopping ahead again. Dear 
God! It's another one and much worse 
this time. It looks like his BMW never 
even bounced when it landed one hun- 
dred and fifty feet off the road. It just 
landed on its back with its wheels 
straight up in the air and about two feet 
shorter than it had been a few short 
moments ago. 

The people who saw him go say it 
was another high speed wobble. These 
rumors I hear about another wreck up 
around the bend surely can’t be tme. 
The whole run is taking on the grisley 
aspect of a battlefield. 

I’m almost afraid to drive around the 
bend. But, yes, another! A big Harley 
hit the shoulder on the turn and went 
down, Thank God for the guard rail. 
The driver is bleeding badly from scalp 
and shoulder wounds. They always look 
worse than they are but a leather jacket 
would have prevented those shoulder 
cuts a lot better than that cloth one 
he’s wearing. His wife is holding her 
leg, afraid to be moved. It’s hard to tell 
the extent of the damage right now. 

From the conversation next to me, I 
discern that the woman who seems to be 
alone is worried about her husband who 
went for help on his BMW and should 
have been back by now. The more I 
listen the more I’m sure of the awful 
truth. How can I tell her that he didn’t 
make it?

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Good Guys Get Disqualified 


On Sunday, Oct. 16 two of my friends 
and myself were in transit to attend the 
run sponsored by the California Eagles 
M.C. Having made two of the checkpoints 
we were proceeding to the third (which 
incidentally was incorrectly printed on 
the directions)and we were running late. 
On the way we came across a fellow 
motorcyclist whose bike was on fire. 
Being it’s a tradition that we help each 
other, I stopped and put the fire out 
with the extinguisher my bike carries, 
then helped this individual get assist- 
ance, which took considerable time. 

Arriving at the final checkpoint fif- 
teen minutes after the deadline that had 
been set by the club,I was informed that 
we were disqualified from entering the 
contests. The club’s decision was that 
regardless of any actions on my part to 
help a fellow motorcyclists in need of 
help I did not meet their deadline and so 
I was disqualified. 

My conclusions and convictions in 
this matter lead me to believe that in 
the future any motorcyclist on his way to 
any of the many motorcycle tours will 
think twice before stopping to render aid. 
to a fellow rider in order that he can 
meet a certain deadline. This would 
create ill-will and bad sportsmanship. I 
have filed a protest with the road riders 
committee which has sofar gone unheard.

The Death Valley Tour has once 
again been covered by an emergency 
communications network of Citizens Band 
radios. This year there were 20 mobile 
radio units from Trona to Stove Pipe 
Wells, covering this area including Wild- 
rose route, too. Each unit is equipped 
with gasoline, two lines, flares, tire 
Patching kits, hot coffee, blankets, cots, 
first aid kits, and every other thing that 
might be useful in an emergency. Each 
unit tries to be in their assigned spot by 
6 a.m. and stays until one hour after the 
check point at Trona closes. Each mo- 
bile unit then proceeds*to Furnace Creek 
picking up or repairing bikes along the 
way. There is no fee for anything we do. 
In fact, we could not remain as members 
of our organizations if anything but 
thanks were ever accepted. 

Each year at Trona we try to inform 
each lone rider and each group of riders 
that there is a radio car every few miles 
along the way waiting to be of assist- 
ance if necessary. 

We are never through until we reach 
our homes on Sunday evening. Even then 
some are not through, becanse they have 
hauled bikes home to keep until their 
owners come to pick them up. 

These radio units from the high des- 
ert areas are not new to responsibility 
on motorcycle events. Most of us have 
covered at least 40 events such as H 
and H, Scrambles, Enduros and the 
Greenhorn in the past three years. It was 
our third Death Valley Tour. 

This year we received no maps to lay 
out our radio course ahead of time so we 
made copies of last years to work with. 
When 40 tired, hungry, and exhausted 
radio people reached Furnace Creek we 
were told we would not be fed this year. 
When we asked about our lighters we 
were told by an ‘official’ that only those 
who paid the entry fee got them this 
year. Can any of you explain how a 
$3.00 entry fee compares with the over 
$100,000 worth of mobile radio units we 
put at their disposal, plus the priceless 
training and experience in handling 
emergency situations. Add the cost of 
our trailers, campers and rent for cabins 
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at Furnace Creek, the wages of those 
who took the time off, the loss to those 
who closed their business for the day, 
the gasoline, the wear and tear on our 
equipment etc., etc., etc. 

All we asked in return was the cour- 
tesy and consideration from the officials. 
They always request our assistance on 
this event. 

Due to the treatment we received this 
year 40 of us will not be there to lend a 
helping hand in the future. We sincerely 
hope we will not be needed.

I have just discovered a new type 
of anti-freeze for motorcycles . . . It's 
called a fairing. I’ve always been the 
real win-in-the-face type . . . and un- 
fortunately, far too often the bugs and 
gravel-in-the-face type also. Despite 
this, I swore that nothing would ever 
come between me and the great out- 
doors. 

I live in the San Fernando Valley 
and my offices are on Sunset Blvd. I 
always try to schedule business ap- 
pointments that require a suit and tie 
only one or two days a week and look 
forward to those days when I can dress 
casually, mount my trusty steed, and 
ride to work via Coldwater Canyon and 
Mulholland Drive. The trip on a bike 
is just the thingto wake me up in the 
morning, and also relax me after a long 
day of hassles with clients, agents, etc. 

Lately, the weather has started to 
change, and on more than one occassion, 
the trip home late in the evening has 
been something less than warm and 
comfortable. 

Since it is still only November, and 
there will be many colder days ahead, 
I faced the decision of using my motor- 
cycle only on week-ends, or else adap- 
ting it to give more comfort for cold- 
weather riding. 

I decided to call Dean Wixom, of 
the Wixom Brothers who manufacture the 
the “Ranger” fairings. Dean invited 
me down to their Long Beach plant and 
installed a fairing on one of my bikes. 
I’ve driven with the fairing for the last 
two weeks, and while I have not become 
an absolute convert, I do believe that 
it will satisfactorily solve my winter 
tiding problems. 

First of all, the fairing itself (priced 
at a modest $49.50) is very attractive. 
The body of the fairing is made of ex- 
ceptionally rugged fibreglass (to illus- 
trate, Dean took a hammer to one and 
gave it quite a beating before it began 
to show any damage). It’s streamlined 
shape looks great and attracts quite 
a bit of attention.

fairing is virtually unchanged. I have 
not had a chance to do any high speed 
cruising, but from the way the bike gets 
up to 75 mph, I would guess that top 
end has not been affected at all. Pos- 
sibly it is a little faster since the ad- 
dition of the fairing. However, I do 
notice several distinct changes since 
the addition of the fairing. First of all, 
up to about 50 mph (this includes in- 
town riding) there is a considerable 
increase in noise level. I am suddenly 
aware of all sorts of clutch, transmission, 
and valve noises that I never noticed 
before. The fairing acts on these noises 
much in the same way that the body of 
a quitar amplifies the sounds of its 
strings. However, once you get up to 
freeway speeds, these noises become 
less pronounced and I found an overall 
quieter ride because of the totalabsence 
of wind noise. 

Another change which I noticed is 
that I have to keep a closer eye on my 
speedometer. The pressure of the wind 
on my face and body had always acted 
as a Sort of built-in speed indicator, 
and naturally this resistance is absent. 
I am sure that this change will just 
lake a little more time to get used to

DEATH VALLEY

Hollywood itself would find it hard to adequately describe the 
Death Valley Tour, biggest of all road rides in this or any other coun- 
try. Superlative, magnificent, collossal, tremendous! Yes, even more. 
There is nothing resembling it in the annals of motorcycling — for sheer 
grandeur of primeval setting, in numbers of participants. 

Probably the last mentioned factor, participation, has been most 
important in the phenomenal growth of the DV Tour in the last twelve 
years. Everyone plays a role. Just by being there every rider and his 
friend become a part of the great event. Obstacles in the form of dis- 
tance, desert terrain, mountainous grades and solitude face each parti- 
cipant as he points his motorcycle towards the center of the desert 
and starts riding. 





Machines must be in good condi- 
tion. Adequate clothing must be 
carried, and riding skill must be 
developed before a safe fun-filled 
ride can be fulfilled. With everything 
in top shape, though, there is no 
thrill like riding to Death Valley 
along with a couple of thousand 
others. The long thin line may 
stretch from Los Angeles to Baker, 
from Salt Lake City to Beatty, or 
from Seattle to Lone Pine. Riding 
singly, by pairs, or by groups, the 
mass migration towards this famous 
historical monument is a thrilling 
sight to behold and a greater thrill 
to ride. 





Growing steadily in size from 
year to year the 12th annual Death 
Valley Tour reached the staggering 
proportions of 3500 entries this 
year. These are registered riders, 
mind you, not just the casual visitor 
or friend or last minute decider, who 
came along out of curiosity, or who 
waited too long to get his name in. 
Counting everybody, there must have 
been at least 4500 altogether. 

Almost everyone has heard in one 
way or another about Death Valley and 
has secretly vowed to see it if the op- 
portunity comes.

est of any red blooded American. Add to 
that the challenge of visiting it in the 
fall after fierce summer heats have 
cooled off, and the urge becomes 
irresistible. 

Riders return each year, spreading 
the word and bringing their friends. 
Dick Hutchins, sponsor of the Tour and 
his Death Valley Committee hardly hang 
up their hats from the last event before 
another bigger and better event is on 
the drawing board. Participants take 
home their trophies or their memories, 
and vow to come back for more of the 
same of better ones twelve months 
hence. 

Not everyone comes on motorcycles, 
although to compete for awards or to be 
officially counted. they have to ride 
most of the distance. Whole families 
arrive with campers, trailers, station 
wagons, Pick-ups full of sleeping bags, 
ice chests, and gasoline stoves to make 
life more pleasant for the husband or 
buddy who takes the motorcycle, while 
the rest of the family joins in the fun

(then called a Run) with plenty of space 
for campin g and for activities, The idea 
caught on, and plans were made for the 
1954 event. The last week-end in Octo- 
ber, traditionally the opening of the 
winter travel season in the desert and 
the change over from daylight time to 
standard, was chosen. 

The 1954 Run started from Lancaster 
where crowds assembled at the fair- 
grounds on Friday night, then rode a 
prescribed route through check points 
to the Valley. At the last minute the 
Jackass Enduro was thrown in for the 
racing set. It was a tough event begin- 
ning at Trona just south of the Panamint 
Valley and finishing at Texas Springs 
Campground. Its route lay along sand 
washes and rough canyons through the 
Panamint Mountains to below sea level 
on the Valley floor. 

Asthe event began to pick up momen- 
tum and grow larger the Jackass Enduro 
was separated, and all attention was 
given to the road run itself. Events and 
judging were moved from Texas Springs 
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after arriving. Some show up with an 
extra bike or two in a trailer or in the 
back of a truck so that everyone can 
enjoy the great weather encountered 
there at the last of October. 

Most people come, however, on motor- 
cycles, riding singly or as doubles or 
with side cars. 

It all began in 1953 when several 
motorcycle dealers, sports committee- 
men, and riders from Southern California 
got together to outline an event de- 
signed entirely for the road rider. It was 
their contention, and right, that a lot of 
motorcycles were owned by people who 
like to ride them for fun on the high- 
ways and by-ways, and who were being 
neglected as far as events designed 
solely for them were concerned. 

The suggestion was made at this 
meeting that Death Valley might be a 
good place for terminating a large tour

Campground to Furnace Creek Ranch, 
and a new campground behind the Visi- 


tors Center was occupied. Texas 
Springs camp is still used but is partly 
given over to trailer camping. 

From a single entrance with several 
checkpoints enroute, the Tour now 
used four main gateways with a check- 
point at each one. Riders from northern 
Nevada and Idaho usually enter via the 
Beatty, Nevada checkpoint and come in 
over Daylight Pass. Those from Las 
Vegas and the southeast come in 
through the Shoshone checkpoint or 
through Beatty. Probably the greatest 
number, though, continue to use the 
Mojave to Trona route from Los Angeles 
and Bakersfield. This is a spectacular 
trip leading from the Trona checkpoint 
over a steep grade into the Panamint 
Valley, ascending through Wildrose

Canyon and then peaking out at 5300 
feet before beginning the long, straight 
drop into Death Valley. 

Almost as spectacular is the western 
entrance from Lone Pine across the 
Inyo mountains to the Panamint Springs 
checkpoint then over Townes Pass. A 
tag-end Sierra storm is sometimes cen- 
tered in the Townes Pass area where 
some snow flurries may be encountered, 

Desert weather in late October is 
fairly predictable, although not entirely 
reliable. Most Death Valley Tours have 
had the benefit of sunny skies with 
warm days and comfortable evenings, 
but a few have been “weathery”. One of 
the early events was met with heavy 
rainstorms, a few flash floods, and high 
winds. Others began rough and ended 
quietly, or vice versa. A storm can 
move in from the north in a matter of 
hours if conditions are just right. It can 
bring rain in sections of the deserts and 
mountains, winds in the valleys, and a 
thin covering of snowinthe high passes. 

Rain gear is carried by experienced 
riders as well as adequate sleeping 
duffle for keeping warm should a cold 
front move in. Windscreens are used by 
most motorcyclists to protect against 
wind buffeting and moisture. Weather for 
the 1966 Tour was perfect. 

The western flavor of the Death 
Valley is reflected in the little copper 
frying pan pin given to each registered 
entrant along with a lighter with a pros- 
pector and a burro pictured on its side. 
Some of the fine trophies also reflect 
this theme. The most sought after trophy 
is the cast iron frying pan mounted on à 
hardwood base with alifelike prospector 
Statue in front. 

One of the most popular contests 
features the old iron skillet in a game 
designed to test the firebuilding and 
flapjack cooking skills of man and wife 
teams. While the man builds a fire his 
wife mixes a small amount of pancake 
dough, then he cooks the flapjack and 
she eats it. First couple finished wins 
the trophy. 

The annual exhibition of stunt riding 
and team maneuvers is eagerly’ looked 
forward to by those who have seen the 
famous Victor McLaglen Motorcycle 
Corps in action. Up to now these per 
formers had to work in a very limited 
area during evening festivities, but this 
year the show was moved up to Saturday 
afternoon, and the space expanded for 
better viewing by the large crowd of 
motorcycle enthusiasts and a better 
performance. The McLaglen group held 
the world's precision riding champion~ 
ship at one time, beating out the great 
riding group from Mexico City. 

A free western feed on Saturday after- 
noon fumished to all registered riders 
by the Harley-Davidson Dealers of 
Southem Califomia was another high- 
light. Huge catering trucks were brought 
out from Las Vegas to feed over 3,000 
hungry riders this year in only 4 hours. 

A new activity that began this year 
and which held much interest was a 
showing of motion pictures between 1 & 
3 and 10 to 12 p.m. featuring motorcycle 
racing and other events. It was handled 
by Clyde Earl who produced many of the 
films and also narrated the show. 

Aside from the regular activities 
scheduled year after year a great deal 
of excitement of the Death Valley Tour 
stems from just being in the place with 
two or three thousand other people of 
similar interests. Furnace Creek Ranch 
is the center where old friends meet and 
new ones are made. With Len Russell at 
the piano and Charles Murphy on the 
banjo furnishing old time tunes to fit 
the surroundings, the places swarms 
with riders from all walks of life and 
from all points of the compass. 


Queens and Contests 


It’s hard to say which of the Tour’s 
contests is the most interesting, but 
from the standpoint of the greatest num- 
ber of people taking part, undoubtedly 
the prize goes to the Best Riding Club 
competition. Riding Clubs come and go, 
but their number, like the Death Valley 
Tour itself, increase annually. The ex- 
cellent Riding Roulettes Club from Las 
Vegas won top trophy in 1966. It is a 
tribute to these fine groups that they 
can put on such a fine show after riding 
in for several hundred miles. This tri- 
bute also goes tothe many single riders, 
couples, and families who ride their 
motorcycles to Death Valley, then dress 
them up in spotless condition to com- 
pete for best looking. 

Spectators thronged to the Death 
Valley Tour Queen contest. The 1966 
queen is Carolyn Carbonne of Lakewood 
with Venus de Milo proportions, Queen 
contestants must ride in on a motorcycle 
as part of their qualifications, and must 
appear in bathing suits. 

Some of the more humorous contests 
which are always good for a roar from 
the crowd are the bald headed competi- 
tion, the best looking leg contest for 
men, the fattest and the shortest rider.

The pits were located in Hidden Valley just off the Stoddard Wells-Bell 
Mountain road. The start was on a pole line road heading in the direction of 
a saddle of the mountain same as last year.

Maybe the Spoke Benders should change 
their name to the Tire Choppers, as I know that there were 87 flat tires for 
sure and probably more than that if an accurate tally was taken. All kidding 
aside and no disrespect to the club because they are a nice bunch of guys, 
they did do the best they could and that’s something of a challenge for that 
area. 

The course was a variety of sand washes and new trails, some side hills 
and some old trails. They also incorporated the trails from the Cactus Derby 
run 3 weeks prior through that area, one uphill that kept you on your toes and 
a sharp little downhill that was good for 3rd gear providing someone didn’t 
cut you off or go down in front of you. I rode this course on Saturday about 
5 p.m., just after it was limed, and I had the advantage of seeing what it’s 
like to get a leader’s eye view of the course. No wonder that front guy can 
make so much time so fast. No dust. 

I did not ride Sunday as this country has me spooked. I guess I just don't 
like rocks. Maybe next year they will put it in some other area because if 
they can put on a run like that having to contend with all those rocky sec- 
tions, just think what they could do with a good piece of estate. One thing 
that was real good, they had dune Buggies out there and did pick up a lot of 
guys with bike troubles and got them and their machines into the pits and 
that's one heck of a good deal.

(Cont'd. from last week)

We again made a refueling stop at 


Punta Priesta along withthe accompani- 
ment of barking dogs and enthusiastic 


natives, who we, unfortunately, could 
not understand. We had, however, the 
feeling that they were trying to tell us 
that they could not understand, for the 
life of them what we were doing at that 
time of night in Punta Priesta, shaken, 
dirty, visibly tired and in a great hurry 
to continue. They kept pointing our way 
and saying “Que Loco” which we later 
leamed was not exactly a compliment. 
However, on the whole they were very 
friendly. 

Another 100 miles of the same rocky, 
twisted and dangerous road took us to 
El Arco, During these 100 miles we had 
to cross three wide washes which were 
full of muddy water; at this point, Bob, 
tired as he was, slipped and sat right in 
the middle of one of these washes. Our 
Spirits were still so high that even these 
could not bug us. We passed through El 
Arco at about 2:00 a.m. on Wednesday 
the 12th and after about 30 miles, the 
road became so bad that our speed was 
down to 5 or 6 miles per hour. Rocks, 
pot holes gravel and deep sand made it 
practically impossible to get out of 
second gear, and we had to go over a 
high mountain range overcoming grades 
of 20%. At this point we repeatedly 
stopped to check our maps and compass- 
es because we were certain that we 
were lost; we simply refused to believe 
that we were on the right road on account 
of the impossible trail and the desolation 
all around us, In pitch darkness we 
stopped, switched off the engines and 
listened for a familiar sound or maybe a 
far away light; but there was nothing all 
around us. 

Disheartened and positive we were 
lost we continued vaguely in a south- 
easterly direction and started climbing 
up a torturous, rocky, and very steep 
trail. When we reached the summit we 
stopped again, but could still see or hear 
nothing. Here we stopped and since it 
would soon be dawn, we decided to wait 
for daylight so that we could find our 
bearings. After 15 or 20 minutes we 
heard noises coming from the valley in 
front of us and by straining our ears we 
clearly distinguished the clucking of 
chickens then suddenly there it was 
tight in front of us at the bottom of the 
hill—a large settlement. It had to be San 
Ignacio. Relieved and grateful for our 
luck we thundered down the slope into 
town, Here we stopped for gas and we 
were so tired,dirty and hungry, that even 
the remaining Vienna Sausages did little 
to boost our morale. By this time, neither 
Bob nor myself felt like talking any 
more. It took us rather a long time to re- 
fuel and as soon as this was done, we 
just gritted our teeth and pushed on. We 
realized that this was the critical point 
of our journey and that only a *now ог 
never spirit" would take us on to La 
Paz. It was lucky we did not know what 
was ahead of us farther down the road; 
because if we had, neither Bob nor my- 
self would have had the courage to 
continue. 

We left St. Ignacio at 8:45 a.m. and 
soon after, the road became smoother 
and for a while we thought that our 
troubles were over. One-half way be- 
tween St. Ignacio and Santa Rosalia, the 
road suddenly started climbing again 


over rocky hills and our speed was again 
down to 8 or 10 miles per hour. About 10 
or 12 miles before Santa Rosalia, Bob's 
chain broke, wrapped itself around the 
engine sprocket, locked the engine and 
he headed straight for a clump of thom 
bushes. It was soon obvious that to re- 
place the chain would take some time, 
so we decided to split up. After helping 
Bob to recover his motorcycle from the 
bushes and a “see you in La Paz,Mate”, 
I went on alone. I later learned that soon 
after replacing the chain, Bob had a flat 
in the rear tire and since I had the repair 
kit with me, he had to wheel his motor- 
cycle for about 6 miles over a high 
mountain range into Santa Rosalia to get 
it fixed up. By now, I was making very 
good time and was only about 40 minutes 
behind schedule. I went full bore down

the road from Santa Rosalia, through 
Mulege, toward Canipole, which is just 
south of the Bahia de la Concepcion, 
Shortly after leaving Canipole, at 4:20 
p.m. the road became absolutely impos- 
sible. I was, by now, so tired, stiff and 
exhausted that I just felt like laying 
down on the road to die, The road at 
this point, was not more than a narrow 
trail and it took me 5 hours and 40 min- 
utes to cover 38 miles. This distance 
was covered by pushing, pulling and 
kicking the motorcycle up grades of 20% 
and down narrow, twisting and rocky 
trails, backed with sounds of thunder 
and flashes of lightning. This was the 
spookiest ‘part of the journey and if I had 
not been so tired and numb, I am sure 
that I would have been» very scared. 

At last I reached Comondu at 10:10 
p.m. where after a 20 minute stop for 
refueling, I left again heading south to- 
ward better roads and La Paz. After ap- 
proximately 25 miles, I reached Pozo 
Grande and from this point on the road 
became good and quite fast. I was thank- 
ful for a real road and although it was 
dark, I felt there was little risk in pro- 
ceeding at full speed since the road is 
dead straight. I was badly in need of 
sleep, food and drink, but in view of the 
good gravel road ahead, I pushed on. 
What I did not know, at this point, was 
that occasionally the road was crossed 
by gravel-filled washes which would 
have made it rather tricky to cross them 
at full speed in daylight, let alone at 
night. I went head long into three or four 
of these and got out with little difficulty,

except for a little shaking, until shortly 
after passing Santo Domingo, I hit a real 
good one at about 55 or 60 miles per 
hour; this time, instead of emerging on 
the other side of the road, my front wheel 
suddenly twisted to the right and I fell 
headlong on the other side of the road. 
After picking myself up, and thanking my 
lucky stars I was still in one piece, I 
discovered that the motorcycle had one 
foot rest broken, the forks were twisted 
and the clutck lever had snapped. 

At this time, I thought that this was 
the end of my journey, and that I might 
as well wait for daylight and then try to 
hitch a ride to La Paz. There were no 
lights that I could see and the nearest 
center I could think of was back in Santo 
Domingo which was at least 15 or 20 
miles away. I was sure I could not have 
made it back to Santo Domingo on foot, 
so I just sat and had my last three 
Vienna Sausages. 

After 10 minutes, or so, of brooding 
over my rather dispairing situation, and 
perhaps re-livened by the Vienna Sau- 
sages, I inspected the motorcycle again 
to see if there was anything that could 
be done to repair the damage. I felt I 
could dispense with the foot rest and 
the handlebar clutch lever; I knew the 
gear box could be operated faultlessly

without the use of the clutch, so all I 
had to do was straighten the forks. I set 
about doing this using a large rock as a 
hammer. After a-half hour or so, of bang- 
ing away, I was quite pleased with what 
I could see at the light of a small bon- 
fire I made with the map. My flash light 
had been lost in the tumble. So I decided 
to carry on. What I did not know at this 
time was that 30 miles behind me, be- 
tween Comondu and Pozo Grande, Bob 
was sitting by the side of the road lick- 
ing his wounds. He had, in fact, hit a 
deep rut, while traveling at over 50 miles 
per hour, which threw him against a 
boulder and broke his right wrist, in ad- 
dition to several scars and bruises. I 
later leamed that after spending several 
hours in an attempt to get medical at- 
tention, and finding none, he decided to 
carry on to La Paz. His motorcycle had 
suffered very little damage, except for a 
broken head light and twisted handlebars. 

The remaining 165 miles to La Paz 
were quite uneventful, and I was able to 
keep up an average speed of around 50 
miles per hour all of the way, and I 
eventually reached La Paz at 7:40 a.m., 
October 13, 1966; 49 hours and 40 min- 
utes after leaving Tijuana. Bob followed 
me there 2 hours and 15 minutes later at 
9:55 a.m. His time was 51 hours 55 
minutes.

and will present no problems. 

Third and most important is highway 
handling. I could tell absolutely no 
difference in performance or handling 
in general freeway driving. There is 
perhaps a slight increase in road pres- 
sure on the front wheel caused by the 
aerodynamic shape of the fairing. This 
eliminated ‘that rather uncomfortable 
floating sensation which one occasion- 
ally experiences. 

After the fairing was installed, I 
visited some friends in Seal Beach and 
left there at around 1:00 am on my fifty 
mile trip home. I do not know the temp- 
erature that moming. . . it was cold 
and damp and if you were in your car, 
your windows would be up with the 
heater on. This first trip with my new 
fairing completely proved its value. I 
was comfortable during the entire trip. 
Not only was I snug from the cold, but 
that annoying freeway dust was no 
problem. On this and subsequent trips, 
I have noticed much less fatigue, prob- 
ably thanksto the reduction of the air 
blast, 

I do not know whether I will keep 
the fairing on all year round (Dean 
advises that I will probably take it off 
in the Spring .. . untill I get behind my 
first gravel truck . . . then I should be 
a fairing convert forever). In any event 
it certainly makes motorcycling more of 
a year-round pastime. Coldwater and 
Mulholland are still invigorating... 
but those late evening trips are no 
longer uncomfortable.

The course winds over three miles of 
fire roads, gullies, and through oak 
trees, providing a variety of terrain to 
tax riders’ skill to the utmost. Specta- 
tors are free to roam around the course, 
and thereby able to see all comers and 
spots of interest. Camera bugs always 
have a field day, thanks to the racing 
background of scenic old movie sets. 

Sidecars have, as always, put on an 
impressive spectacle, with the passen- 
gers' mighty endeavors to keep the 
chariots upright, as they bounce along 
the ruts and turns, attempting the per- 
fect synchronization that winning re- 
quires.
